I have recently received a letter from my friend George 
Murphy of Dallas, Texas, telling me about his visit with you and 
about seeing some of your remarkable collection of paper money. 

He said that he had mentioned my name to you and suggested that 
I get in touch with you. It is always interesting to hear about 
other collectors in this field, and to compare "notes". 

As for myself, I had an initial interest in philately 
(in my youth) and later on, through some accident or other, got 
interested in obsolete bank notes and then in almost every form 
of paper money.

I appreciated your kind letter of June 12, 1948, and admit 
being a rery avid paper money collector for 25 ef my 37 years. 

Of course, I collect Colonial paper money, state bank notes. 

United States currency, etc., and Colonial coins. United States 
coins, tokens, etc. Uy collection of American paper money must 
eoTer about 7500 items, more or less. I hare a great many dup- 
licates, as Ur. Uurphy no doubt told you, and always look for- 
ward to increasing my collection. There are so many common, 
as well as rare items, that I need, so I find I am able to 
exchange with ereryone. If you have any duplicates, I am sure 
we can arrange some mutually adrantageous exchange. 

At the present time I am writing two papers on American Colonial 
coins, but I am just as likely to be studying something in paper 
money next month.

Dear Mr. Nei/man: 


I am a little tardjT- in thanking you for your good letter 
of October 1st, with your check in payment for the tv/c specimen 
sheets and the telephone call to St, Louis. I want to thank you 
also for the reprint of your most excellent article on the counter- 
feiting of Continental currency, and for the reproduction of the 
^•500 Southern Lank of St. Louis note. 


I find that this t'=:00 note is not listed by Muscalus or 
V/ismer - in fact, no sr-ch bank is listed, though there is a 
Southern Bank of Missouri, with notes up to ylOO. I see also 
that it bears no imprint. Since this is a half tone reproduction, 
apparently used in some book, I can not campare the vignet‘*‘es 
with originals, ^^at is its status - genuine or fraudulent? And 
where was this illustration used'’ I have a note showing the same 
mule team vignette. It is a $20 note of the Bank of Selma, Ala., 
black and red, with the imprint of the American Bank Note Co, It 
Vv'-as also used on a Civil 'War patriotic enTrelope, which I have. 


With regard to the 5,5,5,10 Stonington sheet being a 
counterfeit: I have die proofs of the Neptune scene, the whaling 
scene and the large X. On comparing these again with the Stoning- 
ton sheet it can be seen that the details do agree pretty closely, 
with respect to lines, slants, distances, etc., and it might be 
concluded that the suspicious character of the sheets is due to 
poor printing, or to the use of poor reproductions of the original 
dies, or something like that. I am reasonably certain that these 
sheets were not printed for the bank by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch <®" 
Edson, and that they are frauds, of a sort. ’^Ihat do you think*’ 
Compare them with normal work by this firm and you v/ill see an 
enormous difference in quality. The various methods used b 3 r the 
counterfeiters are well explained in Ormsby. 

I will keep in mind your interest in proofs of notes and 
die proofs of vignettes, and I am sure I can spare some when I 
get better organized. Just at present I will venture to send you 
a sort of sample, two ver^T beautiful proof notes of your city of 
St. Louis, each with a die proof of a matching vignette. These 
are $1 and $2 notes of the Union Bgjnk of Missouri, in red and 
black, with the imprint of the American Bank Note Co. These are 
some of the most attractive I have and I am not eager to part with 
them. But if ^I'ou would like them for ji^our collection 3 ^ou may have 
them for $ 25 . I am sorry to see that a small piece is torn out 
of the $2 note, and I have nothing suitable for patching. Please 
do not hesitate to return these if you do not care for them. 
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I haven’t forgotten that jrou have some sort of Government 
hook of specimen engravings you said you v^ould let me see. I v/ould 
like very much to examine it and will he glad to have you send it 
along at your convenience. 

You can he sure that our meeting here was a p^easiire to 
me also, and I hope it can he repeated before too long. I was 
pleased to see your interest in various ways of col] ect ing and 
mounting hank notes. Other visitors have been likewise surprised. 

I am sorry that I do not seem to he able to find the time to put 
my stuff in better order for showing.

Dear Mr. Fewman: 

I should have replied to your letter of Oct. 37th long 
before this. It seems that I am usually much behind in my cor- 
respondence. 

Your book of "Specimens and Cost of Engraving Work" 
arrived safely and I lof^.ked through it a number of times and 
also showed it to al3 of my visitors interested in bank notes. 
This is different from any of the Govt, books I have seen before, 
although I own several smaller books pasted full of somewhat 
similar engravings by Govt. aotiBiaDE^acES engravers for their per- 
sonal reference and use. To my mind the most unusual specimens 
are the four Treasury seals toward the back of the book. I have 
not run across them elsewhere. 


I mailed the book back to you last Friday, Nov. 15 th, 
and I hope it arrives in good order. Thank you very much indeed 
for letting me see it. 

With regard to the reproduction of the $500 note you 
sent me, your explanation that it is a nhotogranh of a photostat 
clears up the mystery of its peculiar appearance. (I should have 
kaotK knoTm that it was no half tone illustration, as no screen lines 
are visible on the ^*ite areas.) I would say that you did a good 
Job of repairing and restoration to get a good reproduction like 
this. I was puzzled about the lack of an imprint, but perhaps 
this was lost in the disintegration process. - 

It was interesting to learn that you already have a 
' proof of the $2 Union Bank of St. Louis. These proofs are rare 
and it isn’t often tliat we run across duplicates. 

While I think of it, I would like to ask if you happen 
to have a duplicate In good condition of the $10 Bmck-iriBig Brown- 
vill e Bank and lend Co., Omaha City, Nebraska, imprint of Danforth, 
Wright Co. I have a die proof of the large vignette on this 
note and the two would make a fine match for me. 


Although you are of the opinion that the red and black 
Stonington sheet is no counterfeit, how do you account for such a 
poor printing Job being released by such a reputable firm as 
Rawdon Wright, Hatch ^ Edson? Our friend Sprinkle has informed 
me that he has a sheet of these notes without the red, and that 
the printing is perfect. It is a puzzle to me. 


When you can get around to it (no hurry), I would 
appreciate it if you would carry through with yo\ir offer to send 
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me photohraphs of the two Specimen Sheets I sold you when ycuwere 
here. Already some question has come up as to what was on one of 
them. These sheets have frequently been useful to me for refer- 
ence in studying and comparing vignettes.

I am glad to report that I got Lot No. 79 fof you in 
the Swann auction yesterday afternoon. The hook hid was only 
$10, after which a bidder behind me carried it up to iry success- 
ful bid of $22.50* I looked at this half sheet beforehand and 
saw that it was in very good condition - better than the double 
sheet sold previously, 

Theink you for calling rr^r attention to the Burand item. 
This is a book that I had already acquired, some years ago. 

I want to thank you, too, for the several counterfeit 
notes you sent me. So fat* I have not observed ahy counterfeits 
of the old Perkins "Patent Stereo typ^^late" style of notes such 
as those you Inclosed. These will require some study. The $10 
Bank of Charlotte is surely one of the most horrible example si. 

In the collection I am assembling I have found only one raised 
note, Quite a number of altered notes and plenty that are out 
and out counterfeit engraving. In ny early stages of collecting 
I paid little attention to the matter of counterfeiting and 
simply accepted many notes as merely being poorly engraved, with- 
out raising the question of their genuineness. Now it is rather 
startling to see the high percentage of phony notes. Reading 
Ormsby’s great book has also taught me a lot. He certainly hit 
the nail on the head in describing the "patchwork" system as being 
conducive to co\mte rf siting. 



I will still have to ask your indulgence in rounding 
up some vignettes for you, and in attending to some other matters 
outstanding.

thereby violating his principle of having the vignette 
and denomination interwoven to protect against alter- 
ation. • 

I am still hoping that you can find a few proof 
vignettes for my collection.

Dear Mr. Newman: 

Thank you very much for your good letter of Feb. 22nd. 

With regard to the Clark unfinished specimens, my friend Tom Morris 
showed me one of these from his collection and I suggested illus- 
trating it, but he demurred.

the Brownville vignette, but include it herewith. I will now make 
the following offer. You may return the $2 Union note and keep the 
$1 Union match and the |2 Union vignette for $l5- And I will offer 
to buy your flO Brownville note or sell the matching vignette for
